As 
Gerald Hansen came in as our new 
Headmaster, he introduced 
changes in the judicial system in- 
cluding ousting work squads and 
replacing them with after school 
detentions. With detentions levied 
for both attendance and other be- 
havioural problems, detention 
study hall was very full in first se- 
mester.

“Children aren't allowed 
outside for their own personal 
safety. The rest of the teachers 
and myself can’t supervise in- 
side and outside at the same 
time.
